Thus it is similar to nature 
When we look upon a beautifal landscape, for instance, we do not dc

Heeds, 
and fertilizers ready, ao that when 
the aoil ia warm enough we can be- 
gin ia caraaat. Lot ua try thia year 
to bara oar table liHter aupplied 
with alaa ariap vegetables thau ever 
l>efore. A raoaonable amount of such 
w oik is recomemnded toall who would 
get mental stimulation an well as 
vegetablea out of the soil.
